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English Mail. 

Professor Tyndall will reply to his 
adversaries all rouud in tlio "Popular 
Science Monthly" of February. The 
samo number will contain a powerful 
article ou tho "Bcieuco of the Wo- 
maa Question," by Dr. Van De War- 
kef. 

Right Rev. Mr. Vaughan, Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Solford, accompani- 
ed by several iiriests, he sailed ou the 
steamor Oceanic for New York. He 
comes to promote tho missions among 
the negroes of tho Southern States. 

At a meeting of the Senatus Aende- 
micus a letter was read from tho Pro- 
fessor Huxley, stating that tho Lords 
Committoo of tho Privy Council on 
Education had permitted him to ac- 
cept tho proposal of tho Senatus that 
• ho should undertake the duties of the 
chair of Natural History in tho onsu- 
ing summer session in the place of 
Professor Wyville Thomson, who is 
still engaged in the Challenger survey- 
ing expedition. 

The Queen, it is said, has expressed 
great dissatisfaction at the publication 
of the Grevillo Memoirs, in which 
Tarious sayings and doings of her an- 
cestors are jotted down with a certain 
frank indiil'orenco as to whose corns 
are stepped upon, and with a provok- 
ing clearness and sauciuess of stylo. 
The consequence has been a call for 
new editions. One of tho curious 
statements of tho work is that Macau- 
lay told the author ho had road Rich- 
ardson's "Sir Charles Grandison" 
through fifteen times. 

There was something piteous in the 
spectacle prosentod on Friday at Beth- 
nal Green — tho return of Columbia 
Market to tho Baroness Burdctt Coutts. 
It was ojionod in the first instance 
with prayer and consecration as a mar- 
ket for tho poor, which was to super- 
sede tho costers. But it failed. Then 
• it was made a fish market, and hand- 
ed over to tho Corporation. But again 
it has failed. In- fact, all the money 
spent upon it. i • in danger of being 
thrown away. Lady Coutts, however, 
is not exactly tlio person to give up. 
She announces her intention to hold 
on as long as she can. Next session 
she will ask Parliament to pass an Act 
reinvesting her with tho full powers of 
a market authority, and she will try 
what personally she can do to develop 
tho hsh trade in a part of London 
where its development will be a pub- 
lic gain. — "London Correspondent." 

I chanced to soo in an American pa- 
per the other day a ridiculous para- 
graph stating that the circulation of 
tho " Times" >vas not more than twenty- 
five thousand copies, and that of the 
'Daily Telegraph' "a little larger." 
Tho 'Times' keeps its business affairs 
. very closo, but 1 have reason to know 
that its present circulation is not less 
than fifty thousand copies. The re- 
cent extraordinary enterprise which it 
has shown in telegraphing all its con- 
tinental news has swollen its circula- 
tion; and it. is soon to do other extra- 
ordinary things among them thoruu- 
ning of a special train each morning 
from London to Manchester — 180 
miles — arriving there at 7 a. m., and 
thus competing with tho Manchester 
journals at their own doors. As for 
the circulation of the 'Daily Tele- 
graph,' we havo tho precise figure, 
furnished by an eminout firm of ac- 
countants who havo examined tho 
books. For the ton months ending 
October 31, tho number of papers 
printed was 45|981,405 — a daily aver- 
ago of 17(5, 17-i copies. This is really 
"the largest circulotian in the world." 
Tho circulation of tho "Standard" 
conies nest, and tho 'Daily News' is 
tlio third. 

A London correspondent of one of 
tho Provincial papers Bays: The 
"Timos' is quietly and silently work- 
ing out another grea 1 , newspaper re- 
form. Composing machines are tak- 
ing tho place of composuorH, and 
each daily issue is being printed from 
now type. Instead of distributing the 
j,pyos'uspd, say, to-.-day, so that thjs 
Composing machines may set them up 
for to-morrow's paper.they are thrown 
into tho melting-pot and recast, and 
transferred to tho composing machine. 
Thus there is no loss of time compar- 
ed with tho old method of hand dis- 
tribution. Another news ofiieo has al- 
so a machino for writing manifolds, 
and it can accomplish this at tho rate 
of eighty words per minute. So far 
as tho "Times" is concerned that is 
not strictly correct. Tho truo stato 
pi things is, that tho Pa-tout Typo

It 
was our intention to have given full 
details of the proposed scheme in our 
August number, and in fact wo had an 
article in type for that purpose, hut 
owing to a strong desire expressed by 
the parties interested, it was omitted,

The Dease ILake Affair. 

The Government organ has oonio 
out openly in advocacy of tlio outrage- 
ous and, as wo contend, illegal pro- 
position to cover Doaso Lake by a 
ferry ehartor or charters. In doing 
this it lias though t proper to insinuate 
that this journal has been bribed to. 
oppose the scbemo. Wo can well af- 
ford to treat all such base insinuations 
with that silont contempt theydesorve; 
but it ought to havo occurred to our 
contemporary that its own position is 
much more open to such suspicion, in- 
asmuch as it is advocating the cause 
of a monopoly , while we aro simply 
advocating that of tho people. If wo 
were as base as our contemporary, we 
might, with infinitoly moro show of 
reason, accuse it of being in the pay 
of the persons socking to monopolize 
tho navigation of Deaso Lake; but we 
despise such iguoblo tactics, and al- 
ways prefer to deal with public ques- 
tions upon their merits. But to the 
question: In endeavoring to make the 
worse appear the better cause, our 
contemporary gives facts and figures 
which, although approximately correct 
as regards a short period in the early 
part of last season, are calculated to 
create an altogether erroneous impres- 
sion. During the greater part of tho 
season freight was one cent a pound, 
instead of two and a half, and passen- 
gers for the most part passed free, in- 
stead of being compelled to pay from 
$2,50 to $3,!)0. Such was the result 
of private enterprise and healthy com- 
petition last season; and Messrs. Wad- 
loigh, Cain & Co. have eagerly offered 
to contract for next season's freight 
at half of one cent a pound. 
Nor is there any reason to doubt that 
the price of freight would, with open 
competition, be still further reduced. 
Traders well qualified to judge say that 
they would not bo surprised if freight 
came down to a quarter of one cent a 
pound before the end of another sea- 
son. So much for the self-evident 
absurdity that a monopoly is necessary 
to bring down prices. There are some 
other points worthy of attention, and 
wo shall put a supposititious case, with- 
out meaning to hurt the feelings of 
any, the bettor to impress tho reader: 
A. B. & Co., aro a powerful firm, trad- 
iii"- largely in parts beyond the waters 
the right to navigate which it is pro- 
posed to barter away. They secure 
the solo right to navigate Dease Lake, 
and that, too, under a charter enabl- 
ing them to make only one trip where 
six were made during the past season 
and where twelve will bo made next 
season. It is the manifest interest 
and obvious privilege of A. B. & Co., 
to send forward their own goods first, 
those of competing linns aftorwards! 
Surely it requires no great stretch of 
the imagination to conceive tho pos- 
sibility of A. B. & Co. being placed 
in a position through that charter prac- 
tically to control the market to the 
serious detriment of other traders as 
well as the whole body of consumers. 
At the very least, they would be plac- 
ed at n decided advantage ovor all 
others. The interests involved are 
larger than may be supposed. It is the 
general impression in tho best inform- 
ed circles that the DeLiard country 
is that into which the main stream of 
gold-seekers will How. There seems 
little doubt that it will tako the lion's 
share even next season; and it is not 
at all improbable that long before the 
expiration of the five years proposed 
to bo covered by tho charter it will 
be among the- most attractive, popu- 
lous and productive goldlields on 
tho whole North Paoifto coast. Whoever 
holds tin charier now proposed to fie grant- 
ed icil! absolutely hold the keif to DeLiard 
for lice years! This is no random asser- 
tion. It is the simple truth, which any 
disinterested person acquainted with the 
geography and topograph? of the coun- 
try in question wilt fully verify. We 
hiivo shown that, on the grounds of pub- 
lic policy and common justice, no such 
monopoly should bo given, We repeat 
tliiit, on constitutional grounds, it has no 
right to be given. A petition against it, 
signed by nearly every miner and trader 
in this community directly interested in 
tho mutter. has been presented to the Gov- 
ernment. If, ia the faco of nil, tho Govern- 
ment should persist in granting such a 
charter, a regiment of soldiers will bo 
necessary to enforce its provisions, and 
ovon then the Supremo Court would 
knock the bottom out of it! 

Sour Grapes 

Our slow-coach contemporary is still 
endeavoring to make the impression that 
what wo published a weok ago us tho sub- 
stance of Lord Carnarvon's despatch to 
Lord Duflerin, convoying bis "conclu- 
sion" as to what Railway Terms should 
bo substituted for tho old, impossible 
ones, and tho Uxt of the Minuto of Coun- 
cil adopted by the Dominion Government 
in reply thereto wore not genuine, and it 
admonishes its readers to wait "till the 
proper time shall havo arrived" for pub- 
lishing them. Having already asserted 
tho genuineness or tho publication, we 
havo only to add that if there arc uny who 
doubt thoy aro welcomo to call at this 
pllico and inspoot tho documents in order 
to satisfy themselves. Nay, wo will even 
lot Doubting Jeoms havo a copy, if he 
will apply with booomiug civility for it, 
in order that his benighted readors may 
not bo kept longer in suspense. Ho will

The petition is supported by 
a statement made by the foreman of tho 
jury that convicted Stokes of manslaugh- 
ter in the third degree, in which ho 
cheerfully joins in commending the ap- 
plication to the favor of the Governor. 
The verdict, he says, was the result of a 
Compromise, a number of the jurors, in- 
cluding himself, haying been in favor of 
absolute acquittal .

Brilliant Idoa. 

Tho following resolution was passed 
at a meeting held somo time since at 
Cache Crook: 

That this meeting dooms it highly ex- 
pedient in tho interests of British Col- 
umbia, that our Provincial Constitution 
should be so changed or arranged as to 
exclude from seats in our Provincial As- 
sembly all persons holding any ofiico of 
emolument or any contract under the 
Federal Government, 

The Standard devotes a short article to 
the endorsement of this resolution. It 
points out that our Provincial constitu- 
tion already excludes from seats in tho 
local House all persons holding any of- 
fico of emolument or any contract under 
tho Provincial Government; and it gives 
the reason for this provision: That it is 
necessary in order to exclude from the 
House men in tho pay of tho Govern- 
ment. Therefore, it very justly con 
eludes that men in tho pay of the Domin- 
ion Government should also bo excluded. 
What is true of tho wholo is true of tho 
part : it follows then that, if a financial 
interest in tho local Government (which 
is in some sense a part of the Dominion 
Government) disqualifies a man, a finan- 
cial interest in the Dominion Government 
should be a still greater bar. You may 
not be quite able to follow my reasoning 
at tho first glance, but you will if you 
take your breath and read it over again — 
it's beautiful when you do see it. So 
is the proposition itself— beautiful, but 
far fron perfect. It is not comprehen- 
sive enough, not far-reaching enough, not 
searching enough. Just referring back 
to the argument above stated, we need 
not stop to demonstrate that any person 
holding any ollice of emolument or any 
contract under any Municipal Council, 
School Trustee Board, or other elective 
body cannot be allowed to sit in any Leg- 
islative body in the land. Indeed, as 
governments under our system are but 
emanations from, and parts of, tho peo- 
ple — as tho people constitute the supreme 
whole of which governments aro only 
fractions— we do not seo that any person 
holding nny office of emolument or any 
contract under the people (or any con- 
tract of the people; that is, any individ- 
ual) can bo allowed „J uo a representa- 
tive. It is plain that, if we follow this 
argument a little further wo shall find 
ourselves in the awkward position of hav- 
ing nobody to elect; but if wo wish to 
worship nt tho shrine of pure reason, we 
cannot allow ourselves to be deterred by 
such trifling little impediments. So 
riously.wo think our Coo he Creek friends 
have niado tho mistake of recommending 
a piece of useless, theoretical legislation; 
and there is quite enough of practical 
work to engage our atttention without 
going in for that sort of thing just now.

The Cache Creek Meeting— A Card 
from Mr. Semlin. 

Cache Creek, Jan. 19, 1875. 
Editor Colonist:— As a public jour- 
nalist, whose first duty should bo to dis- 
seminate truthful information to tho pub- 
lic. I seek op oppprtuuity to set you 
right and give you an opportunity to 
place certain mattors in their true light 
before the public. I see in your wuokly 
issue, Jan. Oth, an editorial item under 
the heading of "The Old, Old Dodge," 
in which you charge me with oalling a 
meeting of the electors at Cache Creek 
under instructions from James Bay, 
meaning, I presume, from the Govern- 
ment; and go on to say that resolutions 
were hurried through without a word of 
discussion and everything managed in a 
most mysterious manner, Now, Sir, your 
iufoiniant, whoever he was, has sadly 
misled you in this matter; anil he knows 
little of the electors if ho supposes they 
can bo imposed upon by anyone. Now, 
Sir, for tho facts of the matter: This 
meeting wns called, not by instructions 
from James Bay, but by instructions from 
tho doctors of Yalo District, who I 
was happy to meet on ti.at occasion.

Death of a Remarkable Character. - 
Intelligence has just been received 
from Sydney, New South Wales, of 
the doath of a man who, in June, 
1 810, when Edward Oxford conceived 
tho diabolical act of murdering the 
Queen und the late Prince Consort, 
whom ho shot at in their progress 
along Constitution Hill, attracted at- 
tention and ndmirntiou. We allude 
to MoLerie, thon a private soldier in 
the Scots Fusilier Guards, a nativo of 
Ayrshire, who was born in 1SO0, For 
special duties performed at the time of 
the aboye attempt on her Majesty and 
the Prince Consort s lives ho obtained 
11 commission as an officer, and shortly 
after left England as adjutant of the 
58th Regiment, in charge of a num 
her of Crown prisoners, for Hobart 
Town, After being there somo time, 
and also at Sydney, during which 
time ho boenmo captain, hp proceeded 
with his rogunent to New Zealand, 
where ha distinguished himself great- 
ly in the engagement that took place 
with the Maories, being recommended 
as a titling candidate lor tho Victoria 
Cross, when that order for valour was 
establishf d, but which ho did not ob- 
tain, in consequence of the gallant, 
services mentioned being performed 
somo time before such order was de- 
termined upon. When tho rebel for- 
ces in Now Zcnlaud had laid down 
their arms, Captain McLerie returned 
to Sydney, where ho assumed tho po- 
sition of adjutant of the mounted mili- 
tary patrol. On Unit force being dis- 
banded ho received tho appointment 
of governor of Durlingliurst Goal, and 
afterwards police ru&giutl'Qtp of Syd. 
day and metropolitan superintendent 
of police, and when the present Po- 
lice Act came into operation ho waa ap- 
pointed inspector-general, which he 
hold until the time of his death; after 
a very prolonged illness, As a mark 
of respect to tho memory of tho de- 
ceased, his funeral was attended by 
tho wholo ot the Government officials 
of Sydney, also tho polieo force, 
and many hundreds of tho residente 
of tho place,

EXCL TJSIVE TO THE COLONIST. 

LAST NIGHTS DISPATCHES^ 



Eurono. 

London, Feb. 5— Parliament reasombl- 
od to day. Tho Queen's Message says 
tho peace of Europe remains unchanged, 
and she will evert every effort to have it 
coutinuo so. The question of recogniz- 
ing Alfonso as King of Spain is under 
discussion and will bo settled without, 
delay. Exertions for tho suppression of 
tho East African slave trade continue. 
Its complete extinction is confidentially 
looked for. During the past year thero 
has boon general prosperity; slavery has 
boon abolished on the Gold Coast. Hence- 
forward thero will bo freedom hero as 
elsowhoro. By a providential blessing 
tho Government have been ablo ontiroly 
to avert the loss of life, which was appre- 
hended from the famine in India. The 
finances aro in a satisfactory condition. 
The trado of tho country has somewhat 
fallen off, but general prosperity has pre- 
vailed. The Queen recommends excep- 
tional statutes to It-eland; the enaction of 
various laws relative to local affairs. 

Queen's Speech. 

London, Feb. 5.— Mr Lords and Gen- 
tlemen: —My relations with all Foreign 
Powers aro friendly, The peace of Eur- 
ope continues, and I trust it will remain 
so. I shall mo my utmost endeavors 
thoroin. The Conference at Brussels, on 
tho usages of war, has been concluded; 
my Government has carefully examined 
the reports of its deliberations, but con 
side ring tho acceptance of the princi- 
ples i'.iTolved and tho widely diverged 
opinions thereon expressed and tho im- 
probability of their recognition, I have 
refused a proposal for further negotia- 
tion. The Serrano Government in Spain 
has ceased to exist, and Prince Alfonso 
has been called to tho Throne. Tho 
question, pf recognizing him in concert 
with other powers is now before my Gov- 
ernment and tho decision will not bo long 
delayed. 1 earnestly hope that peace will 
be substantially restored to that groat 
but unfortunate country. Exertions for 
tho suppression of tho East African slave 
trade have not been relaxed. I confiden- 
tly trust they will result in tho com- 
plete extinction of that traffic, which is 
equally repugnant to humanity aud in- 
jurious to legitimate commerce. The 
differences between China and Japan, 
once threatening war, aro now happily- 
adjusted. I havo learnt with pleasure 
that my Minister at China was largely in- 
strumental in effecting this result. The 
past year has been 0110 of prosperity 
throughout our Colonies. On tho Gold 
Coast poaeo has been restored and slave- 
ry abolished, Henceforward thero will b 1 
freedom there as elsewhere, I shall 
doubtless have your concurrence in any 
measures which it shall be my duty to 
adopt in ensuring a wise anil human sys- 
tem of native administration in Natal. An 
ample harvest has restored prosperity in 
India. By the blessings of Providence I 
was able eutirely to advert tho loss of 
life which was apprehended from famine. 
Gentlemen of the Home of Commons:— 

Tho Finances are in a satisfactory con- 
dition. The trade of the country has 
somewhat fallen short, but thero has been 
general prosperity, supported by an ex- 
cellent harvest, The reduction of taxa- 
tion has led a steady increase in tho 
consumption of tho necessaries of life 
and such articles as contribute to tho 
revonue. Tho Queen recommends the 
repeal of exceptional Statues in Ireland. 
She also recommends the passage of an 
act for tho improvement of tho dwellings 
of tho working-classes, for the consolida- 
tion of tho sanitary laws to prevent pol 
lution of rivers and for the establishment 
of the office of Public Prosecutor. 

London, Feb. 5. -In the House of 
Lords to-night an address in reply to 
tho Queen's Spoooh was moved and se- 
conded. Granville remarked that the 
list of new measures proposed by tho 
Government was meagre, They ought not 
to leave the question of recognizing Al- 
fonso over to Parliamentary criticism. 
The Duko of Richmond replied that tho 
Government would decide that question 
on its own responsibility, Packingham 
said ho hoped Alfonso would not be re- 
cognized until there was somo proof he 
would rule in accordance with the wishes 
of his people. 

P^kis, Feb. 5. — The Assembly has ad- 
journed until Thursday next without 
taking final action on the Ventavoti bill. 
Golembette, Legitimist, intends to intro- 
duce an amendment making members of 
the Royal and Imperial dynasties ineligi- 
ble for President. 

London, Feb. 5.— Despatches from 
Madrid say the Government has request- 
ed S?nor Sorrilla to live abroad in conso- 
qiienoe of his connection in on intrigue 
with the Republicans. Serrilla left Ma- 
drid for Paris to-night. 

London, Feb. 5. — The bullion with- 
drawn from the Bank of England is 
XI 99,000. 

Madrid, Feb. 5— The national troops 
continue to meet with successes in their 
operations against the OarlistS.
